if there xvere any indication, anywhere that the Amer-i 
lean motorist was beginning to learn how to drive in safe«: 
tv, the figures on traffic fatalities would not be f < > discour-, 
Fging. 
We could say, in that case, 1 hat the long list <»i 
cieaths canie simply because the auto still was a relatively 
new bit of machinery, and that thing, would work them-j 
selves out. once everboixy got the hang of if. 
But we can't say that. 
An elaborate analy-is • l F'33 
auto accidents, issued by the travelers Insurance i oni- 
pany, shows that our driving is getting worse instead oi 
better. Far from learning how to handle our cars in -ate~; 
tv, we are making a worse record now than six years ago. 
Look at the figures. 
In 1927 there were 23,200,000 
autos in use in the United States. 
In 1933 the number 
was 23.8 00,000— an increase of only 2.6 percent. In 1027 
auto accidents killed 25,533 people; in 1033 they killed 


0 9 9 0 0 — which is a rise of 17 per cent. 
These figures can mean only one thing: 
That we ac­ 
tually are driving with less care today than we were si?, 
years ago. 
Far from learning how to handle these new 
machines, we are getting wor.se. 
Fatalities are increasing 
lit a faster rate than auto registrations. 
This belief is borne out when the factors involved in 
the accidents are examined. 
It. is revealed, for instance, 
that nearly 33 per cent of the 29,900 people killed in 
1933 died in accident51 in which driver« were exceeding 
the speed limit. 
Eighteen per cent 01 the deaths cam« 
when driver* 
went off the road. 
Thirteen per cent were can ed by 
x ehicLs being on the wrong side of the road; an equal 
percentage came from some driver’s failure to give the 
right of way to a vehicle entitled to it. 
Those figures are utterly damning. 
They prove, as 
clearly a? any black and white tabulation could prove, 
that our auto death toll is going up because of criminal 
carelessness and seltishnes« on the part of the drivers. 
Number of cars in use is only silghtiy higher than if 
was six years ago. 
The cars themselvcx are far safer; 
they arc solider, their brakes are better, they stick to thn 
road better, they are easier to keep under control. 
It is 
the human element, and it alone, which has failed. 
What are we going to do? 
It would be horribly ox* 
pensive to increase the number of city and rural traffic 
police five-fold. It w ould be dreadful nuisance to require, 
by law, the installation of automatic governors limiting 
car speeds to 35 mie- an hour, or some such figure. 
But it begins to look as if we shan’t make our highway, 
even reasonably safe until xve put through som< 
such
